Grass'May Be Preserved

A “vanishing prairie” in 
northwestern Vigo County is a 
“natural” for preservation as a 
nature area. County Park and 
Recreation Supt. Keith Ruble 
hopes it can be set aside for this 
purpose before time runs. out. 

The land which can be of 
educational benefit to present 

¿į and future generations, is the 
last remaining stand of Little 
He Bluestem Prairie Grass in Vigo 
County and one of the few 
“remaining prairie remnants in 
Indiana

An early Vigo County 
biologist, W. S. Blatchley, who 
taught at Wiley High School for 
seven years in the late 1880s and 
early 1890s, catalogued un-

During this work. one P of his 
favorite collecting and study 
areas was the terrace area near 
Five Mile Pond, which. he 
described as follows: ~~!
